ARTICLE Vn 

Unless the written consent of the Government of the United States of America has first 
been obuined, the Government of the Republic of Azerbaijan shaii not transfer title to, or 
possession of, any equipment, supplies, materials^ technology, traimng, or services provided by 
the Govenunent of the United States of America pursuant to this Agreement to any entity, other 
than an officer, employee or agent of a Party to this Agreement and shall not permit the use of 
such equipment, supplies, material^ technology, training, or services for porploses other than those 
for which it has been furnished. The Government of the Repubhc of Azerbaijan shall take all 
reasonable measures within its pov^er to ensure the security of equipment, supplies, materials, 
technology, training, or services provided by the Government of the Umted States of America 
pursuant to this Agreement and diall protect them against seizure or conversioa 

ARTICLE Vm 

1. The Government of the Republic of Azerbaijan shall, in respect of legal proceedings and 
claims, other than contractual claims^ hold harmless aiul indemjitfy the Govehunent of the United 
States of America and its personnel, contractors, and contractors' persoxmdi, against damages to 
property, or death or injuiy to any persons in the Republic of Az^baijan, arising out of activities 
under this Agreement 

2. The provisions of this Article shall not prevent the Parties from providing compensation 
in accordance with their national laws. 



ARTICLE K 

The activities of the Government of the United States of America under this Agreement 
are subject to the availability of appropriated fimds. 

ARTICLE X 

Upon request of the Government of the United States of America, military and civilian 
employees of the Government of the United States of America present in thJe territory of the 
Republic of Azerbaijan for activities related to this Agreement shall be accorded privileges and 
immunities equivalent to those accorded administrative and technical staff personnel in accordance 
with the Vienoa Convention on Diplomatic Relations of April 1 8, 1961 . 



ARTICLE XX

Vni of this Agreement ^11 continue to ai>ply without respect to time, unless otherwise agreed in 
writing by the Parties.
